Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FBI Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS. The 
standard search policy is a search for main entity records in the CRS. Unless specifically requested, a standard search does not 
include a search for reference entity records or administrative records of previous FOIPA requests.

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on every 
person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a)(8)(A)(i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division 
provides Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history 
records are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a listing of 
information taken from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal employment, 
naturalization, or military service.

She was born August 19, 1909 at Clarksburg, West Virginia. 

On September 3, 1942. she received a War Service Appointment as an Assistant 
Script Editor in the Office of War Information, Overseas, International 
Press amd Radio Bureau Program Branch, Special Events Section. After various 
promotions ani changes in duties and status, including work as Radio Script 
Writer for the Department of State,. International Broadcasting Division, ‘she 
was separated from the service because of a reduction in forces on July 31, | 
A947, From August 1, 1947 to September 11, 1947 she was employed on a 
"purchase order® for English Scripts by the International Broadcasting 
Division of the State Department and has been employed on a similar basis 
since October 1, 1948. From September 11, 1947 to October 1, 1948 she was 
on the Columbia Broadcasting System "variable payroll" on .a full-time basis. 


She was divorced in the Harrison County Court, Clarksburg, West Virginia 
su JON SOQU'HE dr, ag plaintiff and winning alimony 
according to Miss LORENTZ! statements cin her © 
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application for employment. 


Miss ANNE PIERONI, Secretary to the Administrative 
Officer, International Broadcasting Division, 1775 Broadway, advisel that 
Miss LORENTZ, formerly Mrs. SQUTHERN, is now Mrs. HENRY 1. MILLER, having 
married MILLER, who is a State Department employee in the International 
Broadcasting Divisione 


SIDNEY BERRY, Coordinator of Special Events, International 
Broadcasting Division, advised that Miss LORENTZ has been know to hin 
since about 1943 and has worked closely with him in the Special Events 

Section for the past two and a half ‘years. He described her as of 
extraordinary ability and experience and said that her character and 


dependability are above question. Of her loyalty he has never had any 
doubt. He has also knom ‘her through 
[___}which has led to social contacts with her. He pointed out that 


om of her fellow employees are jealous of her ability and may not lke ea 
/ner, but that otherwise her reputation is excellent. He said that PARE 
TORENTZ, her brother, is the best know documentary film producer, -in the 
United States and, in the svirlt of constructive criticism, has been 

critical of conditions in the United States and in his films has advocated 
Slum clearance by the National Covernnent and other reforms. He said that he 
knows of no un-American affiliations or tendencies on the part of PARE LORENTZ 
and ‘believes that he is a loyal American. He said ‘that her husband, HENRY 

L. MILLER, 1s of good repute in the International Broadcasting Division. 


. BEN WILBUR, Special Events Officer, English Section, — 
International Broadcasting Division, stated that he met Miss IORENTZ in 
1944 at OWI, where they worked together on various tasks. He and his wife 
became personal friends of Miss LORENTZ and both regarded her as a person 
of excellent character ani habits. She is thoroughly dependable and honest 
‘in her ‘work, ‘never distorting ox shading any reports or scripts. There is 
no question at all in his mind concerning ‘hpr loyalty, She is no Communist, 
but As "liberal" in the sense of seeking sécial advances within the pattern 
of American Democracy. He knows PARE | ifZ personally to a limited extent 
and much better by reputation. He pointed out that PARE LORENTZ is married 
to ELIZABET MEYER, daughter of EUGENE MEYER, publisher of the ‘Washington 
‘Post! and that he did considerable ‘photography for the Air Transport Command 
during the war. He said that FARE LORENTZ! reputation is good and that he 
has no reason to believe that he has any unAmerican inclinations. 
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IONELL GLUCAS, Assistant Chief, News Section, International 

Broaleasting Division, advised that ‘he has know Iss LORENTZ for several 
years through work they have collaborated on. He said ‘that she is no 
Comnunist,fellow traveller /md that he knows nothing derogatory as to her 
character or reputation. He pointed out that she is stubborn and ‘tends ‘to 
insist on doing things her own way and that he has disagreed with her on a 
minher of occasions because of that, but he pointed ont that all such 
differences were professional and of a personality nature. He said that he 
knows ‘the reputation of PARM LORENTZ and that it is good so far as he knows. 


ROBERT FOSS, Assistant Chief, Frogram Branch, 

‘International Broadcasting Division, advised that he has known Miss LORENTZ 
Since 1943 or 1944, but has not directly supervised her work in the past 
two years, as he did for about a year in 1945 and 1946. He described her as 
an excellent writer and developer of human interest stories and feature 
material for the propaganda broadcasts, but said that on other types of 
material, supervision of her work was required, because she has shown an 
interest in domestic social problems which would not contribute to the 
intended propaganda program. He said that at no time has she ever shown 


‘herself to be a Communist or Communistically indlined. Although he knows 


her only through work, he has always understood her character and reputation 
to be excellent, 


Miss CONSTANCE BOSCHEN, Personnel Relations Department, 
Columbia Broadcasting Company, 485 Madison Avenue, stated that there was no 
record of Miss ICRENTZ!' employment. 


WERNER MICHEL, Preducer, CBS, stated that Miss LORENTZ 
worked for him at the OWI for ‘three or four years during the war. He did 


not know her socially, but described her as a good worker, who got along 


well with others, and whom he believes to he capable of handling confidential 
information discreetly, She never gave any indication of disloyalty. He 
recalled that she remained at OWI after he went over to CBS, but said that 
he thought she later worked in the short-wave department at CBS, He pointed 
out that she might have worked there on a free-lance basis and not directly 
for CBS itself.

The Win the Peace Conference 
enables the veterans to become the core of that movement ani to give 
expression to their desire for peace. All efforts must be made to build 
that organization in shop comittees and veterans bodies".

Source D has reported that JAY LEYDA, who was called in as Technical

He came to America about 1935 and was connected with the Modern Film Library, an 
organization sponsored and supported by the Rockefeller Foundation, About 19359, 
LEYDA was discharged ‘by thet organization on account of his Communist activitye 
Also during that period LEYDA was the associate editor of "NEW THEATER", a 
Communist-controlled magazine dealing with the theaters and motion pictures in 


‘the United states. He has been a sponsor for and supporter of a large number of 


alleged Coumunist-front organizations in the United States. At the present 
time he is a member of, and active in the Hollywood League of American ilriters. 
He lectures at the Hollywood Writers School, a project sponsored by the League 
of American Writers and completely under the domination and control of the 
Communist Party.

4n newspaper work abroad. ‘In 193) and 1935 he was located in Moscow, Russia, 
as correspondent for the London Daily Mail. In 1936, during the war by Italy 
on Ethiopia, he was a war correspondent in Ethiopia. At various times during 
his career as a writer, he has contributed various kinds of material to 
different magazines. 


In 1938 he was brought to Hollywood by WARWER BROTHERS, where he

Daily Eagle from 1936 to 1937e ‘This source further yeveals that BESSIE went 
‘to Spain on February 3, 1938, and enlisted in the Abraham Idncoln Battalion 
and wes later made the front line correspondent for the Brigade's official 
organ, “VOLUNTEER FOR LIBERTY", as B. ALSTERLUNDe 


Source M further advised that BESSIE came to Burbank, California, 
and gave his address as in care.of Warner Brothers Studios 


Source M stated that BESSIE ‘was instructor at the Communist Workers 
School and that a dooklet put out by the Workers School stated that ALVAH 
CECIL BESSIE will teach “Literature and the World We live in". This source 
stated that this course will attempt to relate the world in ‘which we live 
to some outstanding achievement of the literary art of our timee 


Source M further stated that the leading dramatic writers of our

This prospectus listed BESSIE as a “novelist, short-story writer, 
critic, staff writers for 'NEW MASSES', author of ‘BREAD AND A STONE’, 
‘MEN IN BATTLE! and "DWELL IN WILDERNESS'". 


Source M has further advised that BESSIE is a member of the National 
Board of the League of American Writers and is a teacher and lecturer in the 
Hollywood Writers Schools that he is also on the Studio Committee of the Screen 
‘Writers Guild and at the present tine is writing on a picture for the Warner 
Brothers Studioe 


Source N revealed that on March 26, 1943, BESSIE wrote a letter 
‘to Corporal MILTON WOLFF, Station Complement, Camp Wheeler, Georgia. 
WOLFF was an officer in the Loyalist army in Spain during the Spanish | 
Civil War and was the National Commander of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade 
in the United States in 1939. ,
